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The Old Town Hall, near St. Martin’s Church, is 
believed to have been the hall of a guild of Corpus Christi, 
but was added to about A.D. 1586. Many paintings and 
other objects of interest formerly kept here have lately 
been removed to the Municipal Buildings. 
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
